The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) received notice of the Special Tribal Council action
taken on July 13, 2017, that until further notice the Lac du Flambeau Band of Lake Superior Chippewa
(LDF) tribal staff, including the technical level and program manager/director level, will not be
participating in technical and managerial discussions of the Haskell Lake Petroleum Contamination Site
(Site) with EPA Region 5. As you are aware, for the past two years EPA has been coordinating
preparations for Site cleanup with LDF and the Wisconsin Department of Natural Resources

(WDNR). Project coordination work has been distinct from formal government-to-government
consultation under Executive Order 13175.

As time is short to complete the important work at Haskell Lake, we consider it essential to arrange a
managers’ teleconference with LDF and WDNR. We hope to talk with all parties by July 21, 2017 to
review issues and options and reach agreement on a path forward to timely completion of the project. A
draft agenda with proposed dates and times is attached. If these dates and times do not coincide with your
schedule, kindly let us know what dates and times you are available for the teleconference. We propose
that USEPA facilitate this teleconference through Anthony Greemwater, Director of the Region 5 Tribal
and International Affairs Office (TIAQ).
